Contributions. But fome of the Peafants of Alman- 
fhaufen, who were in the Field all Night to watch 
their Cattle, went immediately to give Notice of it to 
a Party of Pruffians that were pofied at Efterich, while 
the others went and alarmed all the neighbouring Vil- 
lages, and hearing that la Croix took to a Wood, they 
concerted Meafures to furround him, which they et- 
fected, and attacked him with great Vigor, when 
M. la Croix; tho’ reduced to the lait Extremity, was 
loth to furrender to the Militia, but defired tobe taken 
by Regular ‘i'roops. It happened, that at the fame 
time there came up a great Detachment of Prufuans 
commanded by the Prince of Anhalt Deflau, where- 
upon la Croix furrendered to them, with all his Officers 
and 19 Soldiers; who were Yeflerday brought Prueners 
to this City. The reft of the French Decachment 
efcaped into the Wood of Catzenellebogen, where they 
are fo clofely purfued by the Militia and the Pealants, 
that they are in a fair way to be made Priloners of 
War.
